City planners approve amendments 
to ordinances on animal-keeping

Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night approved some amendments to or­ 
dinances regulating the keeping of 
animals, despite last ditch shafts of 
criticism from opponents who charged 
th at the new ordinance was dis­ 
criminatory. 
The commission voted 3-0 on chairman 
William Fick’s motions to recommend 
city council approval for the amend­ 
ments. Commissioners William Paulin 
and John Peto joined Fick in the vote. 
Commissioners Robert Kranig and 
Vernon Copeland were absent. 
Before the conclusion, however, the 
commission listened to criticism from 
Richard Kilmer of 320 E. Locust Ave.; 
Dick Sand of 213 S. Third St.; and Harley 
Craig of 139 North G St. Kilmer cited the 
economic value of egg-laying chickens in 
the backyard, noted that “ rabbits don’t 
make noise,” and then declared that the 
new ordinance was “ discrim ination 
against animals and the worst ones 


aren’t taken care of.” E arlier Kilmer 
had said that “ cats and dogs are a 
nuisance in the city.” 
Craig said bluntly that animals and 
chickens shouldn’t be allowed in the city. 
Before the final vote, Kilmer rose to 
declare: “ It’s a restriction on the keep­ 
ing of animals, but not on dogs that 
bark.” 
Sand told the com m ission: “ The 
p r o lif e r a tio n 
of o r d in a n c e s is 
meaningless if there’s no power to en­ 
force them .” Sand had elicited the ad­ 
m ission from urban planner Mike 
Kaufman, that it was difficult to control 
barking dogs. 
In a related appeal, Eldon E. Neff of 
1512 W. Lemon Ave., said he was in­ 
terested in generating some legislation 
that would control barking dogs and br­ 
ing peace to his neighborhood. 
In the end the commission’s action in 
removing restrictions on the keeping of 
specialized birds such as racing pigeons 
won praise. David Smith of 1301 W 
Prune Ave., and Ron Geer, no address 


given, said they were bird fanciers and 
appreciated the understanding of the 
commission. 
As it stands now the council will 
receive an ordinance that restricts bee 
hives to 600 feet from a home; limits the 
keeping of horses, mules, sheep, cows or 
goats to one for a half acre and then only 
in specified zones; prohibits crowing 
roosters; limits the number of chickens, 
geese, ducks or turkeys to six per city 
lot; limits the number of rabbits or 
chinchillas or sim ilar animals to 12; and 
lays down strict regulations on the care 
of pens and enclosures. There are special 
exemptions for youth or educational 
animal projects. 
In other action, the commission; 
—Approved an amendment to a ten­ 
tative parcel map introduced on behalf 
of Em m ett Schuyler on land along the 
Santa Ynez River 
— Approved the division of land 
fronting on Pine Avenue between C and 
D Streets into four parcel single famliy 
residential home sites. 


Lagomarsino assures Lompoc: 


AF plans no space shuttle shift

Despite moves by Kern County of­ 
ficials to change the situation, the Air 
Force has no plans to shift its space shut­ 
tle operations from Vandenberg AFB to 
Edwards AFB in Kern County, Congres­ 
sm an R obert J 
Lagom arsino told 
members of the Chamber of Commerce 
at a breakfast meeting this morning in 
the Village Country Club. 


The Republican congressman said that 
he had received such reassurance from 
Air Force officials following reading a 
Lompoc Record editorial warning of the 
Kern County moves 


He said that, of course, everything is 
subject to congressional approval but 
that the Air Force is planning on 
providing space shuttle launch and 
landing facilities at Vandenberg with an 
operational date of December 1982 


Lagom arsino scored the present 
Congress for its inactivity, “strange 
alliances” and “ screwy bills.” He 
cited, however, a growing tendency on 
the part of the liberal-sided represen­ 
tatives to be attentive to their con­ 
stituency particularly in the example of 
moving a consumer protective measure 
Unlike last year when Congress 
overwhelmingly passed such a measure 
consolidating consumer protection agen­ 
cies, this year the bill passed by only 


nine votes, Lagomarsino said 
“ The people really let us know and 
representatives on both sides of the 
fence are wondering whether that is an 
effective way to go,” he explained 
The creation of such an agency, 
however, appears doomed, he continued, 
because President Ford said he would 
veto the measure as presently con­ 
formed and nine votes would not be 
enough to override such an issue 
On politics, Congressman Lagomar­ 
sino said he had extremely mixed emo­ 
tions over the entry of form er Governor 
Ronald Reagan into the presidential 
Republican primary race. He said he 
could not make an endorsement at this 
time. In response to a question, he said 
he was sure that his R epublican 
colleague, Barry Goldwater, has not 
made up his mind whether to enter the 
Republican primary race for Senate to 
oppose Democratic Senator John Tun- 
ney. 
Lagomarsino hinted broadly that he 
will be a candidate for re-election. 
On aid to New York City, the congres­ 
sman said he was opposed 
“ It is a shocking story," he stated 
“The government may have a part to 
play if they are in default but I would 
fa v o r a sp e c ia liz e d b a n k ru p tc y 
proceeding and there is a bill readv to go 
on this "

Emil Scolari said today he will not be a 
candidate for re-election when his seat 
on the council expires 


The post of Mayor Art Scott also is ex­ 
piring in March The mayor told the 
Record that it is uncertain whether he 
will be a candidate to succeed himself 


“ I haven’t really decided what I will 
do.” said Scott, 
i ’ll have to take a 
strong look at what I plan to do from a 
business, personal and political stand­ 


point. so I am not ready at this time to 
say.” 
Scolari said. “ 1 will not file 
Asked why. he explained, ’i ’m getting 
up in age and 1 feel that there should be 
some younger people on the council 
■Resides,’’ he said, “ I've been a little 
disappointed at my turn in politics I 
guess it just isn’t my game ” 
Filing opens a week from Thursday, on 
Dec 4. for the March 2 city election 
This is the first day that potential can­ 
didates may pick up nomination papers, 
which must be returned to the city 
clerk's office signed by at least 20 but not 
more than 30 supporters 
It is not necessarv that a candidate 
Kleppe insists oil

or not Congress appreciates the U.S. 
defense establishm ent, Lagom arsino 
replied “ It depends on who you talk to.” 
“Some say it is a popular and con­ 
venient place to cut budgets,” he con­ 
tinued referring to the Defense Depart­ 
ment “ However, they forget that they 
are the same people that favored the set­ 
ting up of a volunteer army and this is a 
very ex p en siv e sy ste m . M any of 
Congress do not know, are naive, unin­ 
formed or whatever but are willing to 
take a chance with the cuts All of us 
could find cuts, we might not all agree 
and we might all be wrong " 
Lagomarsino opined that Secretary of 
State Kissinger appears to be changing 
his tune. 
“ He is not so fast lately in signing a 
SALT agreement and he is warning Rus­ 
sia to stay out of Angola,’ he declared 
“ I thing Rumsfeld’s (present Secretary 
of Defense) posture will be as tough as 
Schlesinger’s Rumsfeld is a political 
animal ” 
In conclusion. Lagomarsino said he 
will have great difficulty in voting the 
1975 tax reform measures because of an 
unamendable clause in the bill that 
would allow Congress an increase in tax 
deduction from $3,000 to $7.000 
“This is worse than the salary in­ 
crease,” he declared 
i t is a bigger 
benefit to Congress than the salary in­ 
crease ”

present their case before a decision is 
made 
He said governors should have major 
input " but no veto power over projects in 
their states Asked why such a process 
did not work in the California dispute. 
Kleppe replied “ Nothing went wrong in 
the C a lifo rn ia situ a tio n 
C ontact 
(b e tw e e n th e s ta te and fe d e ra l 
governments) was very extensive " 


He said California officials “ made 
some points that were well founded" in 
meetings with Interior Department of­

compamed bv a verified statem ent of the 
candidate that he will a crept the nomina 
tion and also accept the office in the 
event he or she is elected No candidate 
may withdraw a nomination after it is 
filed with the city clerk, according to the 
Elections Code 
December 24 at 5 p m is the final day 
for nomination papers to be filed, except 
in the event that an incumbent does not 
file 
In case either of the incumbents fails 
to file nomination papers for re election, 
the time for filing for noninrumbents is 
extended until December 30 at noon 
Each candidate may prepare a state­ 
ment of not more than 200 words on his 
or her background, education and 
qualifications 
The Elections Code provides that can­ 
didates may be billed for this service, 
but at its last meeting the council voted 
to reaffirm its policy of not charging 
candidates for the 200-word statement 
which will appear in a pamphlet to be 
sent out with sample ballots 
The council chose not to enlarge on 
what materials, prepared independently 
bv candidates, may be provided for in­ 
clusion with sample ballot package An 
amendment to the Elections Code this 
year provides that a city may ac<*ept 
such materials, within certain limita­ 
tions as to size, weight and phvsical com­ 
position, if it desires 
City clerk Wilma Thomas recom 
mended against the enlargement of the 
packet in view of anticipated increases 
in postage late in December this scar 
Mrs Thomas observed that the cost of 
the election could be substantially higher 
next year anyway in view of another 
amendment to the code which provides 
that a candidate may request a Spanish 
translation of his or her statement of 
qualifications 
She estim ated that it could cost an ad 
ditional $1.500 for the March election if 
the council were to permit the* sending of 
other m aterials with the sample ballot 
while providing the candidate state­ 
ments without cost to the candidates

Monday, after accepting the 
resignation of Supervisor 
Harrell F letcher, of Santa 
Maria. 
Kallman last Friday had 
handed in his resignation as the 
commission’s public member 
from this county to Gov Ed­ 
mund G Brown Jr. on the basis 
of a ruling handed down a week 
ago by Attorney General Evelle 
Younger to the effect the two 
supervisors could not serve on 
the same commission 


Fletcher bowed out as the 
board’s representative after 
a c k n o w l e d g i n g 
the 
"gentleman's agreement” on 
the board earlier which called 
for Kallman to be the board 
representative should the situa­ 
tion arise where he could not 
serve as public member. 


But then Kallman. in an ap­ 
parent effort to placate the 
Fifth D istrict supervisor, 
moved to ask Gov.

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Emergency declared 
in Portugal revolt 


LISBON. Portugal it P I> - 
President Francisco da Costa 
Gomes declared a state of 
emergency in Portugal and 
placed all troops on a war alert 
today to combrt a spreading 
rebellion launched by leftist 
paratroops. 
The rebels invaded and grab­ 
bed control of four major air 
bases and took several senior 
officers prisoners without 
bloodshed to demand the crea­ 
tion of a far left government 
Other troops joined them and 
occupied television and radio 
stations and outlets of the mass 
media. 


The president called the 
rebellion “ an attempted coup 
d’etat" and vowed to smash it. 
The capital’s Communist- 
controlled unions called an im­ 
mediate general strike and 
urged their militants to gain 
control of all public works, such 
as water and electricity plants, 
and all mass media outlets. 
Reports circulated that a leftist 
light artillery regiment on the 
edge of the capital was handing 
out guns to civilian radicals. 


The far left newspaper 
República quoted sources as 
saying the rebels were being 
supported by military security 


chief Gen 
Otelo Saraiva de 
Carvalho 
Leftist troops under his com­ 
mand occupied the national 
television station and allowed 
.»he paratroops to broadcast a 
statement to the nation during 
the afternoon Afterward the 
television began playing mar­ 
tial music. 
Other radical troops occupied 
radio stations and set up an 
armed guard in the national 
news agency ANOP. 


The president said the state 
of emergency would be restrict­ 
ed to the Lisbon region where 
he banned all public gatherings 
and demonstrations and im­ 
posed censorship on the mass 
media. It called the rebels ac­ 
tion "an attempted coup 
d’etat" and vowed the govern­ 
ment’s determination to 
repress it. 
An earlier presidential state­ 
ment called the rebels "insane" 
and warned them to abandon 
their action before the military 
had to move against them with 
armed force. 


In Oporto, northern military 
region commander Brig, An­ 
tonio Pi res Veloso came out in 
favor of the government. He 
ordered warplanes into the air 


,er the region to assure the 
population that the air force 
was still operational 
The central region also lined 
up behind the government while 
conflicting reports reached Lis­ 
bon from the south 
But the government’s com­ 
mand over 12 units in the 
capital district appeared less 
certain. It was in Lisbon that 
the paratroops first launched 
their operation by taking over 
the central headquarters of the 
air force in suburban Monsanto 
and a main base across the 
Tagus river 
Other leftist troops occupied 
the national radio and televi­ 
sion stations, but did not in­ 
terfere with their broadcasting 
operations. A leftist light ar­ 
tillery regiment set up self- 
propelled cannon and Jeep- 
mounted recoilless rifles to 
guard the main highway leading 
into Lisbon from the north 
The far left issued calls for a 
general strike and urged all 
soldiers to join the revolt. 
There was no immediate 
response to the walkout call in 
the factories around Lisbon, but 
a spokesman at the city’s big 
shipyards. Lisnave. said the 
workers were in solidarity with 
the paratroops 
New Yorkers hold rally 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Giant 
smoke rings floated in the air 
above Times Square. Woody 
Allen told jokes and Mayor 
Abraham Beame promised to 
fight on.

Ford will allow secret 
CIA testimony on Chile 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford will allow in­ 
telligence officials to testify 
about CIA involvement in 
Chilean politics, but only in 
secret, the W’hite House says. 
The Senate Intelligence Com­ 
mittee. which last week 
released a report on CIA assas- 
sination plots over ad­ 
ministration objections, plans 
hearings next week on what 
role the United States played in 
efforts to prevent the election 
of Marxist Salvador Allende in 
1970 and the successful coup 
that overthrew him in 1973. 
Asked about a CBS News 
report that CIA and other in­ 
telligence officials were di­ 
rected not to testify in public 
sessions scheduled next week, a 
White House spokesman said. 
"The President directed all of­ 
ficials of the government who 
had knowledge of the Chilean 
operations to cooperate fully 
with the Church committee and 
to testify in executive session." 
Asked why they would not be 
allowed to testify in open ses­ 
sion. the spokesman said the 


President "wants to keep the 
information controlled in some 
responsible manner." 
He said the responsible of­ 
ficials at the CIA already have 
testified and produced many 
documents on the Chilean 
operations for the committee, 
headed by Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho. in executive sessions. 
CBS quoted Church as saying 
details of the intervention 
would be made public anyway 
by committee staff inves­ 
tigators, based on the docu­ 
ments and testimony already 
taken in executive session 
CIA Director William E. Col­ 
by has admitted the United 
States secretly funded rival 
political groups but has denied 
direct involvement in the coup 
or Allende’s death. 
Former President Richard 
M. Nixon has denied any U.S. 
involvement in Chile’s affairs, 
but in last week’s report the 
Church committee made public 
evidence that Nixon directly 
ordered U.S. intelligence opera­ 
tives to attempt to prevent 
Allende from coming to power.

If you have not been a regular newspaper advertiser, 
and you are now convinced you are missing the business 
boat, you may very well want a few outside suggestions 
on what products might be best to feature in new 
advertising you will now place in this newspaper. 


The big mistake many business people make is 
selecting an item in slock that is limited in supply. What 
happens when you advertise a product that you have only 
a few of. and you knock the price way down to insure its 
attractiveness to the readers.’ Simply this, the few people 
who arrive early enough to make a purchase will be 
happy, but those that follow will be very unhappy; you 
don’t make friends and customers adverting in this 
manner! (Unless you stated in your ad the actual number 
you had in stock.) 


It is best to advertise, as your leader product, an item 
you have in gt*>d supply, at a price that you know will be 
attractive lb' realistic w hen setting the price. Uheck the 
competition and try to be below them. On the other hand, 
if yours is a product generally sold for its quality rather 
than its price, be sure your copy tells the whole story of 
why it is worth the money, as compared with less 
expensive similar products offered by others Adver 
Users often wonder and remark, “How long should the 
copy be?’ The answer to that question is, the copy should 
be long enough to tell enough of the product story to 
interest the prospective customer in coming to your place 
of business to see it. If this makes the ad too cluttered or 
crowded, make the advertisement larger. Pont waste 
advertising dollar*« with halfway measures. 


Never build an advertisement around a product that 
vou know hi be inferior, in the hope that you will get rid 
of all your old dogs.- Make the public a legitimate offer

Pentagon tightens 
gratuity policy 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Pentagon has tightened its 
policy against accepting gratui­ 
ties from defense contractors 
and expanded the number of 
military’ men who must submit 
financial interest statements 


‘These changes will streng­ 
then-’ the Pentagon’s code of 
conduct “ to the point where 
there shouldn’t be any question 
as to the Defense Department's 
policy on acceptance of gratui­ 
ties or other questionable tran­ 
sactions between our military 
and civilian personnel and 
major defense contractors.’’ 
Deputy Defense Secretary Wil­ 
liam P Clements Jr said Mon­ 
day. 


“ Potential loopholes regard­ 
ing exchange of social ameni­ 
ties no longer exist.” he said, 
and any variance from strict 
adherence to the policy “ will be 
dealt with severely.“ 


The changes follow recent 
reports that Defense Depart­ 
ment employes were enter­ 
tained at hunting lodges at the 
expense of defense contractors. 
Former Defense Secretary 
James R Schlesinger said he 
feared such reports were “ only 
the tip of the iceberg." 
Clements said language was 
deleted from the military 
“ standards of conduct" direc­ 
tive which permitted: 
— “ Customary exchange of 
social amenities between per­ 
sonal friends and relatives 
when motivated by such rela­ 
tionships and extended on a per­ 
sonal basis." 
— “ Transactions between 
and among relatives which are 
personal and consistent with 
the relationships ” 
A spokesman said those 
provisions had been abused, and 
so were removed from the 
directive.

United Press International 
Scattered snow spread from 
the Rockies to New England 
early today and ashes fell like

Four to six inches of snow 
piled up in portions of New 
Hampshire and Maine 
Heavy snows, drifted by high 
winds, lumbered over the 
Rockies and the Plains, stretch­ 
ing from eastern Montana and 
the western Dakotas through 
western Kansas and the central 
Rockies. 
Heavy snow warnings were 
posted today for the mountains 
of Colorado. 
Five inches of snow was 
reported at Brunswick. Maine 
and Flint. Mich. Three inches of 
snow fell in Portland. Maine, 
and Moorecroft, Wvo. 
Two inches of snow fell in 
South Bend. Ind 
Firefighters mounted a mas­ 
sive aerial assault today 
against the worst California 
brush fire outbreak in five 
years. Thousands of refugees 
fled the flames raging across 
100 square miles and eating 
through suburban homes

financial interest he allegedly 
held in real estate ventures 
Each count of mail fraud 
carries a maximum five-year 
prison sentence and each 
prohibited activity charge car­ 
ries a maximum sentence of 10 
years. 
Following release of the in­ 
dictment. Mandel appeared out­ 
side his office in Annapolis and 
said 
“ I now have the oppor­ 
tunity to prove my innocence in 
a court of law, which I intend to 
pursue with every resource I 
have and to the fullest extent 
allowed. 
“ Let me assure those who 
elected me that I shall continue 
to serve them to the best of my 
ability and always in their best 
interests, just as I have for the 
past 24 years.

Split decision 
on quarterbacks 
created a storm

STANFORD Calif — (NEA) — In the world of higher 
education, on a scale of 1 to 10. the subject of who is going to 
play quarterback for Stanford University finishes in import 
at about 0 5 or maybe at best. 1. 
Yet the debate stirred by that topic in the last month will 
inevitably change the lives of at least six people (Coach Jack 
Christiansen, his wife and their four daughters), has already 
aroused the thousands of followers of Stanford football, im­ 
passioned a college campus and currently affects the 
emotional well-being of at least two young scholars — Mike 
Cordova. who majors in economics, and Guy Benjamin, who 
majors in political science. 
The brouhaha has been fanned particularly by a sports 
columnist for the largest daily newspaper in northern 
California In October alone, he banged out almost 3,000 
words on the subject, and his newspaper also ran a couple of 
sidebar features on the same topic. 
The tempest has naturally been picked up by the Newswire 
services and other newspapers in the area so that Jack 
Christiansen's thought processes in picking a quarterback to 
take the field each Saturday have been examined almost as 
minutely as Henry Kissinger’s deliberations in the Middle 
East. 
Christiansen is a subdued former pro football star, going 
slightly tubby around the middle, who is completing his 
fourth year as head coach at Stanford His teams have won 
more games than they have lost. He does not inspire pas­ 
sions He is stubborn He also has tutored such fine quarter­ 


backs as Jim Plunkett and Mike Boryla. who are making a 
living at the job in the NFL. 
Cordova and Benjamin are the quarterbacks on this 
season’s Stanford team Both are juniors, both are rangy 6-3 
specimens (Cordova at 215 pounds is 15 pounds heavier) and 
both have strong throwing arms. Cordova, a highly touted 
prep All-American from Seattle and oldest of 10 children, 
nominally, has been the starting quarterback for the last two 
seasons — with spotty results, Benjamin, a brilliant-looking 
passer, has been superlative in cameo roles over the same 
period but has not gained Christiansen’s confidence as a 
potential starter 
The issue 
Why didn’t Chris dump Cordova when he 
couldn’t move the team and give Benjamin a full-time 
chance? 
The case has broader significance as a possible example of 
media overkill. 
No one was really roiled over the matter of Chris stubborn­ 
ly clinging to Cordova as his No. 1 quarterback until the San 
Francisco columnist, Glenn Dickey, rolled out reams of opi­ 
nion, bluntly stating: “Jack Christiansen... certainly knows 
how to stack the deck in favor of his candidate... I have been 
critical of the coach-quarterback situation and have thus put 
the frustrations of many Stanford fans into words... If you 
feel as strongly as I do about Christiansen's manhandling of 
the team, your views are better expressed directly to Joe 
Ruetz... and urge your friends to do likewise. Sign petitions 
and work through the Buck Club, which can greatly influence 


Stanford policy... Because he has been so stubborn with his 
quarterback situation... he has dug his own grave.” 
Truthfully, as a straight sports story, Chriitiansen’s 
failure to use Benjamin, the backup quarterback, more often 
is perplexing In last year's finale, he rallied Stanford to a 
stunning last second victory over California. TTiis year he 
almost rallied the Cardinals from a huge deficit against San 
Jose State, and he was sensational in the five minutes he 
played against Washington State He does look like the better 
passer and leader. 
But the vehemence expressed over the issue has startled 
Chris, and even the kids involved The coach took the trouble 
to huddle privately with Dickey for an hour recently to erase 
any possible personal conflicts The affair has certainly- 
threatened Christiansen’s job. And his composure 
“Sure,” he admits, “ the thing affects me. Everybody's 
human. He says I ’m a stubborn man. ani I sure am But 
most football coaches are. He can write that stuff about the 
situation and get people to believe it. It would be different if 
I thought it were written by people in the know " 
The coach’s daughter. Joni, a sophomore at Stanford, sits 
in the students’ section, where criticism of the coach during 
games has been raucous and even vicious. 
"She’s one of the intelligent ones,” shrugs Chris. “ She 
realizes 99 per cent of them don’t know what the hell they're 
talking about ” 
The chances are. 99 per cent of them, with less incitement, 
wouldn’t even care about it.

Shiny pine cones 
for holiday home

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to clean 
pine cones so I can use them for Christmas decorations 
My Pointer is that I open my stapler out flat and 
staple my son’s pictures and other things to his bulletin 
board instead of using tacks that fall out. A knife slipped 
under the staples easily removes them — GAY 
D E A R G A Y — Pine cones really do not need any 
treatment other than a bit of grooming but if you do not 
want them to open spray with shellac. Some like to 
spray pine cones with a metallic paint spray or even 
shiny red. — P O L L Y . 


DEAR POLLY — It would certainly be a convenience if 
manufacturers of children’s pullover sweaters, jerseys and so 
on would use a zipper or button closing at the neck, or have 
more give to the necks Once you have the garment on the 
child (which is often difficult) getting it off almost pulls their 
noses and ears off before it gets over the head Would save a 
lot of crying , too. However if you have some that are too tight 
you might try what I did when my boys were small Open one 
shoulder seam, finish both sides off neatly and then sew but­ 
tons on one side and make crocheted loops on the other —

DEAR POLLY - Knit slacks are a popular item in most 
family wardrobes, but even those made of wash and wear 
fabrics seem to lose their creases eventually To get a sharp 
crease when ironing knit slacks, lay a piece of waxed paper 
under the crease and fold wax paper over the top and then 
iron The iron does not catch on the fabric from being too hot 
and sets in a nice crease. — MARCIA

frost fill a plastic bag or other container with some good rich 
soil from vour garden This will come in handy for repotting

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 


Fizzles as tv star 


WASHINGTON - Richard W. Velde, 
the federal anticrim e czar, has bombed 
out as a television performer. His debut 
was so bad that the em barrassed Velde 
hasn’t released his taped messages for 
public viewing. 
For the taxpayers, therefore, the abor­ 
tive debut has been a waste of about 
$175.320. Here are the 
incredible details: 
T he 4 3 -y e a r-o ld 
chief of the Law En­ 
forcement Assistance 
Administration 
(LEAA) faced the 
klieg lights to record 
so m e 
c r im e - 
prevention messages. 
Velde was so eager 
to appear on tv that he 
discarded the spots his 
predecessor. Don San- 
tarelli. had already 
taped. To re-record the messages with 
the droll Velde as the star may cost as 
much as $21,920. 
He was backed up by such Hollywood 
stars as Bob Hope. Telly Savalas, Carol 
Burnett and Angie Dickinson. They 
plugged the theme: “Fighting crime is 
everybody’s business. Get involved.” 
With such a star-studded cast, the m es­ 
sages had to be a hit. But Velde wanted 
to be certain. He hired Porter, Novelli 
and Associates, Inc., a private firm, to 
evaluate the spots. 
They were duly aired last summer in 
Houston, Tex , and Porter, Novelli, et al, 
gave them rave reviews. The firm ’s 95- 
page report, intended for official eyes 
only, declared ecstatically that the anti­ 
crim e m essages “ rank among the 
highest in the m ed ia’s perceived 
relevance to their audience.” 
Only one performance received a bad 
review. Velde’s introductory message 
was an “ unexciting” bummer. A star, 
unhappily, was not bom. 
In all candor, therefore, the research 
firm advised: “ The introductory Ad­ 
ministrator Velde message ... is largely 
rejected by the media. The message is 
likely, therefore, to receive infrequent 
scheduling and thus would not be an ef­ 
ficient investment of LEAA funds.” 
Nevertheless, the firm recommended 
that the other spots be given “a com­ 
prehensive, well-planned distribution.” 
They would receive $1.5 million worth of 
free radio-tv time nationally in one 
month, the firm estimated. 
But Richard Velde is a sensitive soul, 
proud of his physical fitness. He has 
boasted to skeptics that he has the body 
of a 25-year-old. After his poor tv rating 
from the Porter, Novelli firm, the proud 
Velde apparently lost all interest in the 
radio-tv venture. 
Result: The crime-prevention spots, 
which were supposed to be aired months 
ago, are gathering dust on an LEAA 
shelf. Moldering with the unused mes­ 
sages are $175,320 of the taxpayers’ hard- 
earned money, not counting the free ser­ 
vices donated by the stars. 
Footnote: A spokesman told our as­ 
sociate Bob Owens that the LEAA was 
still “ in the process of evaluating” the 
spots. The low opinion of Velde’s perfor­ 
mance, the spokesman insisted, “ has 
nothing to do with the delay.” LEAA will 
conduct negotiations on the still-unpaid 
$21,920 bill for Velde’s tapings.

— The U.S. marshals, prodded by 
Judge John Sirica, have opened a belated 
investigation of two m arshals who 
brought their wives to a picnic for the 
sequestered W atergate jurors on July 4.

— Washington commuters were miffed 
the other morning to see a solitary 
person in a white Corvette go buzzing 
down lanes reserved for buses and car 
pools.

Instant change 


Never before in the memory of most 
observers have the schools faced the 
prospect of instant change in the way 
that they do today. When,the trustees of 
Lompoc Unified School meet at 7 p.m. 
today, they will have before them at 
least nine new laws that would change 
the face of education, literally. 
C o n s id e r 
th e s e 
situations that would 
have boggled the im­ 
agination of educators 
and school trustees of 
a few years ago: After 
the first of the year, 
all things being equal, 
s tu d e n ts co u ld be 
s m o k in g on h ig h 
school 
c a m p u s e s; 
teachers will be crank­ 
ing up procedures for 
the first collective 
bargaining ever, in 
their relations with the school board; 
students of 16 or 17 years could leave 
school by successfully completing a 
“ H igh S ch o o l P r o f ic ie n c y E x ­ 
amination” ; corporal punishment will be 
prohibited in the schools except where a 
parent has given prior written perm is­ 
sion; student records will be protected 
by a new shield designed to bar or im­ 
pede access formerly readily available 
to law enforcement and to other persons; 
physical education requirements will be 
reduced; new law will eliminate the pos­ 
sibility of delays in the seating of new 
trustees after an election; the district 
will be on its way to formulating a plan 
for the feeding of needy youngsters. 
The law on campus smoking becomes 
effective after Jan 1. As a permissive 
law, the edict can be used to set up on- 
campus smoking areas or it can repre­ 
sent a new attack against youth smoking 
For while the law permits school boards 
to decide whether to set up the oncampus 
smoking areas, it also mandates an 
emphatic educational campaign against 
smoking. If the school board doesn’t act, 
the status quo would prevail. Students 
and teachers have been mixed in their 
feelings about the issue 


Shortly after Jan. 1, Gov. Brown will 
appoint a three-person educational 
Employment Relations Board to rule 
over collective bargaining for school 
employes On April 1. school boards will 
recognize school employe organizations 
as exclusive bargaining representatives 
or set elections to enable that determ ina­ 
tion to be made. Finally on July 1, the 
collective bargaining law becomes 100 
per cent effective Collective bargaining

Not only would the planting of an as­ 
sortm ent of shrubbery enhance the 
overall area by giving more height and 
variation, the maintenance on the ex 
isting daisies would be reduced con 
siderably 
The plan, which will take a minimum 
of three weeks to implement, gained the 
approval of the City Council last week It 
allocated $350 for the assorted plantings, 
which will include the lemon-scented 
bottle brush the Australian tea tree and 
pink melaluca 
Jack Anderson, superintendent of the 
Parks and Recreation Department, said 
that these and other shrubs grow to a 
maximum of 2'a feet high all bloom at 
one time or another and provide a 
v a r i e t y of c ol or at the c i t y ’s 
entrancew ay where Highway 1 in­ 
tersects Highway 246 
The other shrubbery includes the

b a r b e r r y , 
the

The October surplus of $11 
billion was the third highest 
'm onthly surplus on record.

E x p o rts of c o rn , w hich 
so a re d 140 p e r c e n t o ver 
Septem ber, cars and trucks 
helped boost U S. sales to 
foreign countries to $9 3 billion 
in October. 
A reduction in oil imports in 
the first month of the 10 per 
cent increase imposed by the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries held iown the 
value of im ports to $8,2 billion 
The surplus for the year 
through October is $9.5 billion 
If the trade balance continues 
a t th e c u r r e n t p a c e in 
November and December, it 
would total $11 4 billion for the 
year This would easily surpass 
the previous record high sur­ 
plus of $7.1 billion in 1964. 
Commerce said exports in­ 
creased 1.3 per cent from 
September, while imports rose 
only 0 3 per cent.

SALEM. Ore (UPI) - Police 
say a long-simmering grudge 
held by a two-time candidate 
for governor apparently was 
the motive for his pistol slaying 
of Oregon’s top law enforce­ 
ment official. 
State Police Supt 
Holly 
Holcomb was shot twice Tues­ 
day as he stood outside his of­ 
fice talking with Robert 
Wampler. 59 
Police said Wampler then 
threw the weapon, a 38-caliber 
pistol, on the ground and 
walked toward the building 
where he was arrested by state 
police officers. 
Wampler had been fired from 
the state police force in 1958 as 
the result of a report filed by 
Holcomb. He ran for governor 
in 1962 as an independent and in 
1970 as a Republican, when he 
lost to Gov Tom McCall in the 
primary. 
Holcomb. 58. a World War II 
combat pilot, was taken to 
Salem Memorial Hospital with 
wounds in his chest and 
stomach. He died on the 
operating table. 
Wampler was arraigned 
three hours after the shooting 
and charged with murder. He 
was ordered held without bail 
A preliminary hearing was set 
for Friday. 
Catherine Weber, an employe 
of the state children’s services 
division, said she was standing 
in front of the office building 
when she heard the first shot, 
turned and saw the gunman fire 
again at Holcomb, who was un­ 
armed 
Wampler had joined the state 
police in 1940 but left in 1953 
with the rank of sergeant in 
criminal investigation to join 
the National Auto Theft Bu­ 
reau. He later rejoined the 
department, but was assigned 
as a patrolman 


That apparently soured Wam­ 
pler and he began criticizing 
the department, police said 
Holcomb, then a lieutenant, 
was directed to investigate 
Wampler's conduct and his 
report resulted in Wampler’s 
dismissal. 
In 1964 and 1968 Wampler ran 
unsuccessfully for Clackamas 
County sheriff. His latest oc­ 
cupation was that of operator of 
a drv cleaning shop in Oregon 
Citv 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - All 
California places of employ­ 
ment where smoking occurs 
would be required to establish 
separate, weil-ventilated smok­ 
ing areas to protect the health 
of nonsmoking workers, if state 
health officials have their way 
The state Department of 
Health Tuesday reported it has 
proposed such a regulation to 
the Occupational Safety and 
Health Standards Board, which 
must approve the proposal if it 
is to become law A public hear­ 
ing on the proposal will be held 
Dec 17 in Sacramento 
State Health Director Dr 
Jerome Lackner said the 
proposal was made because 
“ there is sufficient and growing 
evidence that 
secondhand 
smoke' can be harmful to non- 
smokers. particularly those 
with cardiorespiratory and all­ 
ergic problems. These consti­ 
tute a sizeable group of 
workers ” 
If adopted, the proposed rule 


would be an expensive one for 
employers because it could 
require considerable renova­ 
tion of work places where 
smokers are employed 
In discussing the health 
hazards of inhaling smoke. 
Lackner said 
Tobacco smoke 
contain carcinogens There is 
no known safe level for ex­ 
posure to any carcinogen - 
Tobbaco smoke is proha bly the 
most prevalent air pollutant 
and carcinogen in the working 
environment 
Protecting nonsmokers 
from inhaling unnecessary 


hazard to their health is entire­ 
ly consistent within the 
primary objective of the 
California Occupational Safety 
and Health Act - providing a 
safe and healthful workplace.” 
he added 
The proposed regulation 
would require employers to 


submit to the state a written 
plan on how they plan to meet 
the requirement

There was some difficulty 
naming this school for the 
baseball player It had nothing 
to do with the ugly con­ 
troversy Robinson first stirred 
in a Dodgers’ uniform, nor 
with his combative outspoken­ 
ness in later years on racism in 
America. nor with the degree of 
his skill on the baseball dia­ 
mond — he was generally con­ 
sidered a n im b le second 
baseman, a hitter — bat held 
menacingly high — dependable 
in the clutch and. in his com­ 
ical. pigeon-toed fashion, the 
most electrifying base-runner 
of his time (He played 10 years 
in the big leagues and became 
the first black man elected to 
baseball's Hall of Fame ) 
Nor did the difficulty of nam­ 
ing the school for the ballplayer 
have much to do with his 
“ unacadem ic" 
profession; 
simply, another school on the 
south side had wished to re­ 
name for Jackie Robinson 
It 
was a high school and the peo­ 
ple there believed a high school 
ought to carry more weight A 
small struggle ensued 
“ We applied for the name 
first and we had more right to 
it." Burt Friedman, principal 
of the Jackie R 
Robinson 
primary school, said recently. 
In Chicago now schools are 
named by selection of com­ 
munity leaders, an attempt to 
allow the people closest to the 
kids — and not some disem­ 
bodied City Hall — to decide 
who of the past could be iden­ 
tified with best, 
“ And who better in a black 
community than Jackie Robin­ 
son*’ “ 
Principal 
Friedm an 
asked rhetorically. 
“ Robinson pulled himself up 
from low beginnings, the same 


kind of low beginnings of the.se 
kids here 
Now. some people 
downtown did ask. ‘Can't you 
find a more education-oriented 
person to name the school 
after'’' 


“ So we said the Richard 
Wright, the author, and Ralph 
Bunche. the statesman, would 
also be acceptable, but that we 
were pretty set on Jackie 


“ I think Jackie touched the 
black community in a way few 
others ever have 
And you 
know, there weren't a hell of a 
lot of avenues available to 
blacks" 


It may be unimaginable today 
to com prehend the abuse 
Robinson endured Other teams 
— and even teammates 
— 
threatened not to play on the 
same field with him Pitchers 
threw undisguisedly at his 
head 
For a macabre joke, 
black cats were dumped in 
front of the Dodgers’ dugout 


This black Chicago com ­ 
munity now put Robinson’s 
name on its school just as the 
Puerto Rican community here 
named a high school for 
Roberto Clemente, the late 
I’ irates’ 
outfielder, and an 
Italian neighborhood named a 
grade school 
for the late 
Chicago Bears’ football star 
Brian Piccolo. 


“The 
communities 
wanted 
these men so that kids might be 
inspired by their courageous 
stories,” said Friedman ‘“rhey 
were men of the oeople Rut 1 


think Jackie was even a more 
special case He was also a man 
of history 


“ I know that most kids today 
really don’t know Jackie Robin­ 
son’s contribution to our nation 
— if they know Jackie Robinson 
at all 
But that is part of the 
failure of our country to teach 
us about blacks in our history I 
think this school will help ex­ 
plain to the kids around here 
how Jackie Robinson helped 
open the doors of a segment of 
our society, and the pride that 
downtrodden people took from 
his achievements" 


One who remembers well, 
however, is Bennie Maurice, an 
elderly black man living near 
the Robinson school 
Maurice 
has a peeling color magazine 
photograph of Robinson taped 
to the kitchen wall of his small 
flat 
The photograph shows 
Robinson, looking drawn, in a 
business suit, he is heavy and 
white-haired at age 53, a few 
months before his death four 
years ago 


“They tell a story," said Ben­ 
nie Maurice, “about when a 
black cat was tossed on home 
plate as Jackie came to bat. 


“Jackie looked 
Then went 
back to the bench and brought 
out a saucer of milk Then he 
knocked out a home run 


“ Every morning Jhat I wake 
up now and sit down here for 
breakfast. I say to Jackie there. 
‘Good m om in’, Jackie, you 
made a million of us clap ’
